As BP PLC’s costs for the dis¬ 
astrous Gulf of Mexico oil 
spill climb to just over $3 
billion US, the British oil gi¬ 
ant is billing partners 
Anadarko Petroleum Corp. 
and Japan’s Mitsui for their 
shares of the cleanup. 

BP has billed Anadarko, a 
25 per cent stakeholder in 
the blown-out well, for 
more than $250 million so 
far. It also has reportedly 
billed Mitsui, a 10 per cent 
partner, for $111 million. 

“They are partners in the 
field, and as responsible 
partners we would expect 
them to bear some of the 
costs,” BP spokeswoman 
Sheila Williams said. 

Anadarko, based in The 
Woodlands, Tex., said in a 
statement that it is review¬ 
ing the $272.2-million bill 
sent last week and “assess¬

Top spy won’t 
back down

An unapologetic CSIS spy 
chief reiterated his asser¬ 
tion that there is foreign 
interference in provincial 
politics and there is noth¬ 
ing wrong with Canadians 
knowing about it, Dick 
Fadden said during an ex¬ 
traordinary appearance be¬ 
fore a Commons 
committee yesterday. 

Fadden told a rare July 
sitting of the public safety 
and national intelligence 
committee that foreign in¬ 
fluence over a number of 
provincial politicians and 
public servants is a “con¬ 
cern and a threat.” 

The director of the 
Canadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service raised that 
concern during a CBC in¬ 
terview last month and did 
not deny China was 
among the countries inter¬ 
fering in Canadian politics. 

Fadden’s original inter¬ 
view — broadcast on the 
eve of a visit by Chinese 
President Hu Jintao — en¬ 
raged many who said they 


cast aspersions on all elect¬ 
ed officials with ties 
abroad. A spokesman for 
the prime minister said at 
the time of the interview 
that the CSIS director was 
speaking on his own with¬ 
out pre-clearance from the 
government. 

“I stand by my general 
message on foreign inter¬ 
ference,” the spymaster 
told the committee. 

“It is a concern and a 
threat, it is more common 
here and elsewhere than 
many think, and it is desir-

Police kept close watch 
over the funeral yesterday 
of a reputed Mafia leader 
who was killed as part of a 
dramatic power shift in 
Canada’s underworld hier¬ 
archy. 

A church in east-end 
Montreal was packed as 
several hundred mourners 
bid their final farewells to 
Agostino Cuntrera. 

Standing outside were a 
few dozen uniformed offi¬ 
cers and police in plain¬ 
clothes who scribbled 
notes and snapped photos 
of people as they exited 
the church. 

Cuntrera, 66, was 
gunned down last week in 
front of his food-distribu¬ 
tion business in a murder 
that had experts declaring 
the demise of the once- 
dominant Rizzuto crime 
family. 

Cuntrera was reputed to 
have taken the leadership 
reins in Canada’s most 
powerful crime family af¬ 


ter the arrest of Vito Rizzu¬ 
to, now serving 10 years in 
a Colorado prison. 

Last year, a close Rizzu¬ 
to family friend, Federico 
del Peschio, was shot to 
death behind a restaurant. 

Cuntrera’s killing, along 
with that of his bodyguard, 
has crime experts speculat¬ 
ing that the Sicilian clan is 
being systematically elimi¬ 
nated by rivals. 

Among the theories be¬ 
ing floated by experts is a 


return to prominence of 
the Calabrese Mafia, 
whom the Rizzutos sup¬ 
planted in a bloody turf 
war three decades ago. 

Cuntrera was a central 
player in that 1970s war. 

He was sentenced to 
five years in prison for con¬ 
spiracy in the slaying of 
then-mob boss Paolo Violi, 
a killing that helped 
turned the tide in the Riz¬ 
zutos’ favour.

Toyota 
sales still 
stalled 

Toyota Canada Inc. suf¬ 
fered an almost 14 per 
cent decline in year- 
over-year monthly sales 
in June, a big disappoint¬ 
ment considering the 
soaring sales of some of 
its major competitors. 

Toyota reported over¬ 
all June sales of 16,036 
Toyota and Lexus cars, 
trucks and SUVs, down 
13.8 per cent from June 
2009. 

The breakdown by 
brand included 14,607 
Toyota models, down 
15.1 per cent, and 1,429 
Lexus luxuiy vehicles, 
up 1.9 per cent. 

Sales of 819 Lexus lux¬ 
uiy SUVs were up 3.7 per 
cent for best-ever June 
sales, the company said 
in a news release. Com¬ 
bined sales for the seven 
Toyota and Lexus hybrid 
models reached 1,022 — 
up 3.9 per cent from

Ford Canada reported 
31,707 sales for the 
month, a 16 per cent in¬ 
crease over last June and 
its best monthly result 
since May 2000. Ford 
says it finished the first 
half of 2010 with sales 
up 23 per cent over 
2009. 

General Motors Cana¬ 
da has yet to post its 
June figures, but Ford 
claims it remained the 
sales leader in Canada. 

In May, Ford’s Canadian 
sales were up 19.4 per 
cent at 26,110 vehicles, 
ahead of General 
Motors, which came in 
second in Canada with 
sales of 25,995 vehicles. 

Meanwhile, Chrysler 
Canada reported that its 
June sales soared 101 per 
cent to 9,211 vehicles, 
marking its seventh con¬ 
secutive month of more 
than 20 per cent growth.

Canadians ready 
to bny new homes 


O But many people are not putting enough down, study shows O It may 
be worth saving up longer before you buy your dream house, expert says 


A majority of Canadians 
who just bought or are 
about to buy their first 
home expect to pay less 
than the asking price and 
prefer newer and detached 
homes over older and se¬ 
mi-detached homes or con¬ 
dos, according to a TD 
Bank survey. 

But the report ques¬ 
tioned whether the home- 
buyers had unreasonable 
expectations, considering 
that nine out of 10 took 


out or expect to take out a 
mortgage for their home. 

“It’s only natural to 
want your first home to be 
the home of your dreams, 
but it is important to be re¬ 
alistic about what you can 
afford,” said Farhaneh 
Haque, a mortgage special¬ 
ist at TD Canada Trust. 

Six in 10 first-time 
homebuyers said they 
were worried about being 
able to afford their home 
should interest rates rise 


— a scenario that econo¬ 
mists say is inevitable after 
an era of historically low 
rates sparked a rush into 
the housing market. 

Only 30 per cent said 
they plan to or already 
have more than a 20 per 
cent down payment, and 
the remaining 70 per cent 
will require mortgage in¬ 
surance. Eight of 10 buyers 
reported putting down as 
much as they can afford. 

But Haque advised that 


prospective first-time 
homeowners consider a 
larger down payment be¬ 
cause paying 10 per cent 
or more will make a big 
difference, bringing down 
the time it will take to pay 
off a mortgage and possi¬ 
bly affecting regular pay¬ 
ment amounts. 

“It may mean that you 
need to save longer before 
buying your first home, 
but it will pay off in the 

end. ” THE CANADIAN PRESS

The room is locked and the 
pot is boiling in this first 
screen adaptation from 
the best-selling Millenni¬ 
um Trilogy, cyberpunk 
novels by Stieg Lars son 
that were published 
posthumously after the 
Stockholm journalist/au¬ 
thor’s death in 2004. 

It’s the ongoing saga of 
Lisbeth Salander (Noomi 
Rapace), the pierced and 
punk computer hacker 
who allies with disgraced 
journalist Mikael 

Blomkvist (Michael 

Nyqvist) for adventures of 
intrigue, danger and even 
a little romance. 

The film eschews the 
usual getting-to-lcnow-you 
formalities as it sets up a 
“locked room” scenario 
that could be straight from 
an Agatha Christie or 
Ellery Queen novel. The 
“room” is actually a re¬ 
mote Swedish island, the 
feudal preserve of the 


squabbling family of Hen¬ 
rik Vanger, an elderly in¬ 
dustrialist. Now a dark and 
forbidding place, especial¬ 
ly in the story’s wintry 
depths, the island used to 
ring with the sound of 
happy children. 

One of them was 16- 
year-old Harriet, beloved 
niece of Vanger, who dis¬ 
appeared in the summer of 
1966 after a road tragedy 
removed the island from 
mainland contact — and 
watchful eyes — for most 


of a day. 

Presumed dead, Harriet 
has long been consigned to 
the police “cold cases” file.

If you’re a busy person, or if you're using more 
than one financial product, keeping track of 
your money can be challenging. But, it’s impor¬ 
tant to keep track of your hard-earned dough 
so you can identify where your money is going, 
if you're achieving your net-worth goals, and if 
something falls off the rails, you can take 
immediate action to rectify the situation. 


E xperts recommend spending no more than 
10 minutes a week monitoring your personal 
finances. If you’re an active trader, however, 
you’ll spend more time at it. One of the best 
ways to track your monetary progress is 
through a net worth spreadsheet. For all 
those non-technical, non-finance folks out there, there’s 
no need to get freaked out. Start by marking the date at 
the top of your spreadsheet.

O Former NHL tough guy 
Probert dead at age 45 


The hockey world has lost 
its top heavyweight. 

Bob Probert, who fought 
nearly as many personal 
demons as he did NHL 
tough guys during a 16-year 
career, died yesterday. 

He was 45. 

Probert was the most 
feared fighter of his genera¬ 
tion, dropping the gloves 
more than 200 times while 
playing for the Detroit Red 
Wings and Chicago Blaclc- 
hawlcs. 

“I’ve seen them all and I 
haven’t seen anybody 
tougher than him,” TV com¬ 
mentator Don Cherry told 
The Canadian Press. 

“He was the best.” 

Probert died after col¬ 
lapsing while enjoying an 
afternoon of boating with 
his family on Lake St. Clair 
near Windsor, Ont. His fa- 
ther-in-law Dan Parkinson, 
a police officer who was on 
the boat, attempted to re¬ 
vive Probert using CPR.
